He does not give adequate maintenance 
for me and my children, but (I am constrained) to take 
from his wealth (some part of it) without his knowledge. 
Is there any sin for me? Thereupon Allah's Messenger 
(=) said: Take from his property what is customary 
which may suffice you and your children. (Sahih 
Muslim 1714) 
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Fear Allah concerning women! Verily you have taken 
them on the security of Allah, and intercourse with them 
has been made lawful unto you by words of Allah. You 
too have right over them, and that they should not allow 
anyone to sit on your bed whom you do not like. But if 
they do that, you can chastise them but not severely. 
Their rights upon you are that you should provide them 
with food and clothing in a fitting manner. (Sahih 
Muslim 1218) 
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Lodge them [divorced women][in a section] of where 
you dwell out of your means and do not harm them in 
order to oppress them.
